Council members, this is your challenge; we 
have wait long enough for somebody e se t^^ do 
things for us, it is time we acted for ourselves. 



Article II of the Consti- 
tution of the Macdonald 
College Student Teachers* 
Society reads: 
Article II. Objects 

A. To elect an Executive 
Committee which will 
deal officially with all 
matters affecting the 
S.T.S., and which will 
act as a voice of that 
body. 

B. To elect from its own 
membership represen- 
tatives to other campus 
organizations. 

C. To foster a healthy at- 
titude towards the 
teaching profession, and 
to develop a stronger 
spirit of unity amongst 
the members of the 
S.T.S. 

D. To develop college spirit, 
by contributing to and 
participating in campus 
activities with students 
from other faculties. 

E. To provide for its mem- 
bers the opportunity of 
learning and practising 
parliamentary procedu- 
re. 

Part A is an acceptable 
object because it is so ap- 
propriately vague that no 
one can argue with it. 

Part B is likewise not 
specific enough to allow 
for intelligent questioning 
because it doesn't outline 
what these "representatives 
to other campus organiza- 
tions" are to do. 

Part C would be an asset 
to the constitution if (1) 
the S.T.S. did anything 
"to foster a healthy attitu- 
de towards the teaching 
profession'' and if (2) **to 
develop a stronger spirit of 
unitv amongst the mem- 
bers^ of the S.T.S." were a 
desireable aim. However it 
would seem that what this 
campus needs is an organi- 
zation which would unite 
all the faculties rather than 
to assist the formation of 
separate campus groups. 

On a campus consisting 
of 8.000 students, faculty 
and class spirit is desira- 
ble. At a small campus, 
such as our own, it would 
seem that only class and 
college spirit are desirable. 
To gather the 800 students 
of the Institute of Educa- 
tion together as a group 
unto themselves will only 
tend to divide this college. 
This leads into item D. It 
would seem that by being 
part of the college rather 
than being part of the col- 
lege through the S.T.S. a 
much stronger college spirit 
would be developed. On the 
whole, the Agriculture and 
Household Science students 
have much more coller 
spirit than their counter^ 
parts in the Institute of 
Education and yet the 
Ao-p-ies. and Home Ecs. do 
not" find it necessary to 
form little facnltv groups 
of their own. 

Item E has ul^vi been 
carried out to any extent 
by the S.T.S. Even this' 
vear, the Debating Com- 
mittee of the S.T.S. is run- 
ning an ineffective pro- 
gi-am. At the debates that 
have been held, several 
speakers, through lack of 
training, failed to obev the 
simplest of rules for deba- 
ting procedure. Such items 
as addressing the Chair 
were neglected. The pur-

COUNCIL REPLIES TO FAILT-YE EDITORIAL 

Dear Sir : 

In reply to your Editorial, of February 7, 1964. we wish to 
offer some explanations and constructive criticism to some of the 
points you stated. We are not making excuses on Councils' behalf, 
but do feel that more complete and realistic picture should be 
presented for the entire Student body. 

The first point we wish to discuss involves the Student Poi>. 
ulation registered at Macdonald College. As of yet it is not large 
enough to expect that the Students' Council can adopt the same 
policies as Universities much larger than ourselves. For this 
reason it is often necessary to involve Council in Minor but impor- 
tant mechanics. It is our belief that Organizations within the 
College Itself must be co-ordinated to function smoothly before 
we expand our Activities outside *OUR GATES'. You might be 
interested to note some outside functions where Council has 
represented Macdonald College. For example, Your Post Graduate 
Councillor attended several meetings in connections with the 
Lakeshore Society for Crippled Children. Invitation to attend out- 
side events are often refused for more pressing responsibilities on 
our own Campus. Last week, the president and Vice-President of 
Students' Council, found it necessary to miss the opening of 
Winter Carnival, to represent the Student Body at McGill. 

It would be highly undesirable for any governing body to spend 
a sum of the Students' money amounting to $2000. to join an Or- 
ganization such as Canadian Union of Students, without first inves- 
tigating fully the advantages concerned. As a matter of fact the 
Organization in question is being studied by three students at the 
present time. It has been just during the last week that an importijnt 
article concerning this Organization reached our hands from the 
dusty depths of the Editors drawers. 

With reference to your remark concerning the atmosphere of 
Council meetings, we would be remiss not to point out that far 
more can be accomplished in a relaxed frame of mind where 
tempers do not overrule sound judgement. 

With due respect to your next point: to make the Student Body 
aware of all Council policies is often impossible because of the 
length of time and red tape involved in earring these policies out 

Any organization or group of organizations must have a central 
control with guidance to simplify co-ordination of events To 
eliminate Council would completely break any ties between each 
of the Activities, thus resulting in certain chaos. It is our candid 
opinion that your suggestion is in complete reversal of the proper 
steps involved in improving Student-Government. 

You have suggested, with very good intentions that Council 
offer a training program for future Student Representatives which 
would start m their first year at Macdonald. This would increpse 
their working knowledge and ability in Student-Government Our 
answer to this lies in the following points: 

1. This year approximately 800-1000 new students out of a 
total enrollment of 1400. registered at xMacdonald College. 

2. Out of 100 students registered in Agriculture and Home 
Economics in 1960 only 27 of these original students are in the 
Graduating class. The rest of the graduating class is made up of 
Students from N.S.A.C. who arrived in their third year too late to 
take advantage of an offer such as this. Consequently they would 
be eliminated from Council positions. 

3. Education Students are here for only one or tv^o years at the 
most. Are you suggesting that we eliminate our Teachers from 
Council positions too? 

As Macdonald College continues to expand both in size and 
num> caaJtors ee the resolution of

build a better relationship between Students and Staff. To this 

end considerable progress has been made.
